San Dimas are this week going for- 
ward with every indication of contin- 
uous work until t.hpy are completed. 
They are the Puddingstone dam, 
south of San Dimas, the diversion 
dam just below the flood control dam 
in San Dimas canyon, and the chan- 
nel that is to connect the diversion 
dam in San Dimas canyon with the 
Puddingstone dam. 


R. H. Kohl of San Francisco, is 


constructing- the raain Puddingstone 
dam and two smaller dams that are 
complementary to it. 
The largest 


dam is to be 140 feet high, and the 
two smaller dams about 
00 
feet; 


There wi be 350,000 cubic yards of 
dirt fill in the big dam and 220,000 
square feot of concrete facing. 
E. 


C. Eaton, chief engineer of flood con- 
trol, expects the Puddingstone dams 
to be completed in eight months. 
The coat will be $410,600. 


A. O. Nelson of Pasadena is con- 


structing the diversion .dam in San 
Dimas canyon, on a bid of $87,700. 
It will.entail the handling of 70,000 
yards of dirt, and 64,000 square feet 
of concrete facing. 
It will be 30 


feet high,- and will divert water flow- 
ing from the San Dimas dam into a 
channel 15,000 feet in length, which 
passes between San Dimas and La 
Verne, and enters the high point of 
the Puddingstone 
reservoir.

channel is being built by J. C. Gist 
of Pasadena, and is to be a rectan- 
gular concrete box fourteen 
feet

Heath, water zanjero for the Azusa In-gating company, are 
dead, and Henry Brandon, proprietor of the Covina barber shop, 
is seriously injured, as the result of an automobile accident 
shortly before dawn last Sunday morning near Chino, when the 
machine driven by Brandon left the highway at a sharp curve 
and was demolished against a roadside tree. 


The death of Jesse Ilealh was almost instantaneous, according 


to findings of a coroner's jury in Chino Monday morning. Dr. 
Courdway lingered until 7:45 Monday morning in the Pomona 
hospital. He had suffered a double eompound 1'racture of the 
skull and a fractured leg. Brandon, with seven ribs fractured, 
lung punctured and with serious contusions about the body, 
was brought to the Covina hospital, where it was declared yes- 
terday he has a good chance of recovery, but has been fighting 
a hard battle for life. A fourth member of the party, Charles 
Cockle, an assistant to Brandon in his barber shop, escaped with 
heavy contusions and shock, and is a patient in the Covina 
hospital.

ium, and modern equipment is made 
possible for this fast-growing com- 
munity, bringing with it the ability 
to expand to new subdivisions and 
the beautification of lawns and park- 
ing spaces. The old system, owned 
for years by S. M. Walker, who 
pioneered in this industry for the 
community, is absorbed in the newer 
and larger system. 


The great implanted area 
sur-

and west is being subdivided rapidly, 
owing to its desirability as a loca- 
tion on main roads and interurban 
lines linked with Los Angeles. Wa- 
ter from wells in this district is not 
excelled for purity by any in the 
state, as it comes from the coarse 
underground gravels of the San Ga- 
briel river, and is more than abund- 
ant in supply. Baldwin Park citi- 
zens believe that the ownership of 
the water system moans a step for- 
ward that will have immeasurable 
effect on the progress of that terri- 
tory.

DO WE WANT A DAM IN 


THE SAN GABRIEL CANYON? 


Bv J. L. MATTHEWS. 


"Off aRttin, On again, Tinnegan" 


politics won nnothcr round in tlio 
Han Gabriel dnm controversy Mon- 
day, when tho board of supervisors 
switched from the former program 
for a 385-foot dam, and by a vote of 
three to one adopted u resolution 
placing the board on record us ap- 
proving the original plans of J. W. 
Eeagan, former chief engineer of the 
flood control district. As the matter 
now stands the board is anxious to 
proceed with the letting of bids for 
a dam 425 feet high, 2,200 feet long 
and 421 feet thick at base. 


The "high, dam" i.s designed to 


impound a maximum of 240,000 ncro 
feet of water as against 180,000 acre 
feet estimated ns the capacity of the 
"low dam". The high dam plans 
are the ones so bitterly fought for 
over three years by organizations of 
taxpayers iri Los Angeles. The Cali- 


fornia Taxpayers' 
Association has 


served verbal notice that it is pre- 
pared to fight the adoption of tho 
high 
ilnm 
plans "through every 


court in the hind," 
which 
means 


that, irrespective of the nu-rits of 
either high or low dam. the building 
of any type of dam in the canyon 
will be held up indefinitely, and may 
be a matter of years lief ore actual 
work i.s begun, unless a compromise 
is effected, as was the case when the 
low dam plans were adopted by the 
board. Leading officials in Los Ang- 
eles declare that the only hope of any 
construction in the canyon lies in a 
definite abandonment of the high 
dam plans, which they say are un- 
economic, calling for the useless ex- 
penditure of several million dollars 
more than is necessary, in their esti- 
mation. After a consulting board of 
engineers, the personnel of which was

supreme court was a good thing, 
providing that the court would set- 
tle the question of legality, so that 
the work would commence one way 
or the other, for a high dam or a low 
dam. But the board of supervisors 
appeared afraid of a court decision, 
as evidenced by a resolution this 
week, indorsing the high dam plans 
and instructing the county counsel 
and special flood control counsel to ap- 
pear before the court and inform the

A few miles east of Covina there lives a man of quiet 


habits, who is a good rancher, a sound business man and 
a good neighbor. He is well known to the varied organi- 
zations for the advancement of the valley, and is generally 
found in active leadership whenever something is to be 
done for the general good. He has made a success of his 
own life, and his counsels are valued, not only in this par- 
ticular area, but throughout the state. 


William A. Johnstone of San Dimas has served his state 


in the legislature with credit to himself and his friends. 
He was the author of the act creating the state water 
commission, and served on that board, bringing about the 
first real study of this intricate problem, doing more than 
perhaps than any other one man to set machinery in motion 
that will eventually untangle the water rights question in 
this new land. He has been serving with distinction as 


' a member of the state board of control, and the governor 


has just in, the past few days announced his appointment 
to succeed David H. Reese of Ventura as the head of the 
state civil service board. This is a powerful commission, 
and one 'that lies at the heart of all good progress for 
the state as a whole. In the northern part of the state 
they speak of Johnstone with increasing respect, and in- 
deed, much of the insistence that he remain as an import- 
ant member of the governor's family has come from the 
other side of the Tehachepi. 


The people of Johnstone's home valley are proud of 


these state-wide recognitions. His home people feel that 
the governor is wise in this choice, and that his service 
will continue a benefit to all citizens. 


New Railroad Commissioner— 


The governor's appointment of "William J. Can- of Pasa- 


dena to the state railroad commission will meet with the 
general approval of all citizens who have -followed his 
career during the past fifteen years. 


Mr. Carr has served as a state senator in a crucial period 


of our history when men with vision were needed as 
never before. He has always been pf a genial nature, a 
friend inaker, V>«t.. never passive in big political ec|nations. • 


•-As an attorney lie has contributed much to the fashioning 


of the laws of this state, always with a mind projected, 
forward. 
Of recent years he has been one of the most 


valuable aids to progress for the Colorado river project, a 
member of special committees before congress, where his 
arguments have been convincing and logical.

The state railroad commissiqn is probably the most pow- 


erful single body of a political economic nature in the 
state. It used to be moribund, a joke and a menace at one 
and the same time. It stands now as an arbiter, judge 
and jury in questions of the control and regulation of 
our great common carriers, the railroads, and for the pub- 
lic utility bodies that are at the root and foundation of 
progress on the Pacific coast.

Much of the data contained in 


this memorandum, as well as his 
previous larger report, will 
figure 


largely in the hearing to be held on 
August 0 before the water rights 
division in Los Angeles, when the 
state will hear evidence in connection 
with the filings on water in San Ga- 
briel canyon made by the cities of 
Pasadena, ^ionrovia, Alhambra, Long 
Beach, Whittier, as well as water 
companies and individuals. The hear- 
ing begins a long investigation into 
water rights, and will be one -of the 
most important investigations ever 
conducted in connection with the use 
of water in this section, in the opin- 
ion of state officials. 


Engineer Conkling's report has 


been made after an exhaustive study 
of canyon flow, wastage into the 
sea, and the logs of wells throughout 
the valley. He makes a distinction 
between consumptive use and irriga- 
tion and domestic use, explaining 
that consumptive use is the total 
water 
evaporated 
by 
vegetation 


through its leaves, or from the un- 
derground surface in the operation 
of irrigation or from soil or leaves 
moistened by rain. This is different 
and distinct from irrigation use.

SIXTY BILLION IN 2027 


One hundred years from now the 


population of the world will be $60, 
800,000,000, provided the birth and 
death rates remain as they are, said 
A. E. Ross of the University of Wis- 
consin, addressing students at the 
University of Chicago. This is thir- 
ty-two times the present" estimated 
population of the globe. 


Today the world death rate is 15 


per 1000, and the birth rate 45 pci 
1000, Professor Ross said. In the 
last ninety years the population has 
doubled. The colored races are 70 
per cent of the total.
